Slow progress is being made securing 
stock in the grist mill company, but 
each day brings the amount subscribed 
nearer the mark. 


George Howard Ellers and Milton 
Weston of New York city asked the 
common council for a franchise to 
build and operate an electric railroad 
in the limits of Benton Harbor, the 
company to be known as the ’‘Benton 
Harbor Terminal railway company.” 


The proposed line of road will start 
from the ship canal on Tenth street and 
follow Tenth to Oak and then along a 
southwesterly line to the city limits, 
the road to run parallel with and about 
1,500 feet from Colfax avenue. 
The 
franchise protected the city in regard 
to the putting down of such improve­ 
ments as sewers and water mains and 
the paving between and outside of the 
tracks on streets where pavements may 
hereafter be laid. 


The road is to be double track and 
operated by electricity. 
Tne company 
is given the right to erect wooden 
poles neatly painted or steel standards 
for the support of the trolley wires. 
The trolley wires must be 18 feet above 
the street level, aud a fare of ¿5 cents 
ouly may be charged for transportation 
within the city limits. 
The company 
is to accept franchise twenty days af­ 
ter passage 
and construction begiu 
within 00 days, and the road completed 
by October 1,1808. 


The Davies faction of the old tunnel 
scheme, the Benton Harbor electric, is 
interested in the deal and it is probable 
that the right of way purchased by the 
old eompauy will become the property 
of the Benton Harbor terminal com­ 
pany. 
A double track will be built to 
Sister Lakes and that part of the road 
is promised to be completed by July 4. 
The road will be extended this season 
to Dowagiae, Cassopolis, Kalama/.oo 
and probably to Paw Paw. 


The franchise was referred to the 
committee on ordinances and will be 
passed with a few minor changes for 
the protection of the city at the next 
meeting. 


The New York gentlemen have been 
here several weeks, and unlike many 
of the other strangers who have couu 
here iu days past to build the»am e hm 
of road Messrs. Ellers and Weston have 
paid cash for everything they bought 
and have kept in the background as to 
what they propose to accomplish.

E d it o k Ev e n in g 
N e w s : Recent 
reports from Cuba concerning 
the 
blowing up of the battleshio Maine, 
and the unusual excitement throughout 
the country, requires the exercise of 
wisdom in all the departments of the 
jjovernment. Tne assaults upon the 
Mcivinley administration by Senator 
Mason, and the Chicago Tribune, is as 
contemptible as the De Lome letter 
for which he was kicked out of Wash- 
injiton, and a disavowal demanded of 
Spain, which came in due season. 
The 
Chicago Tribune of February 28 says: 
••Let there be no more talk ahout ac­ 
cepting money compensation for this 
sho(?king crime, and diabolical insult to 
the American luition. The thought 
that our government should enter into 
a dirty dicker with Spain, as to how 
much lilthy lucre will comocnsate for 
our injured honor, is sickening to every 
patriotic feeling.” The Tribune says 
first administer a sound thrashing. 
Then there is time enouj»h to talk in­ 
demnity, but it does noo tell us that 
thrashfng Spain would involve the sac­ 
rifice of hundreds of millions of treas­

l^nton Harbor is from $5,000 to $ 
;^.-;jD!bb richer than it was a year a^^o. The 
finances are in better shape ihan has 
i ^ n the case for years and the silver 
lining of the financial cloud over the 
L> 
city is now clearly apparent. 


City Treasurer Charles J. 
Brown 
Bttbmitted his annual report to the coin* 
•mon council last evening, and the re­ 
port showed that there was on hand in 
the city treasury $18.561.45, in addition 
to the $12,000 in the school treasury. 
Ail the floating' indebtedness of the city 
has l^en paid and all the bonds and in­ 
terest that have matured, with the 
exception of $1,500 paviDf^ bonds that 
are due and held by the Farmers and 
Merchants bank and will probably be 
paid during the year. There is plenty 
of money on hand but the puvin4r fund 
at the present time is low. 


On March 31, ]897, when C. .1. l lrown 
tdok the treasurer’s books there was a 
balance of $8,000 in round numbers on 
hand, and at the end of the present 
month there will be in the treasury 
from $13,000 to $15,000, makinff tno city 
from $5,000 to $7,000 richer tban a yenr 
ago. Taxefc were a trille lower tliis 
year than last and the praise is due 
Mayor Bell’s administration and the 
efficiency of the city finance committee, 
consisting of Aldermen 
MeDonuld. 
Rowe and Butzbach. 


The cost of running the city is on an 
economical basis 
The entire expense 
of running the city for the year was 
•25,399.63. Of this amount $12,415.2.‘i 
was used in paying intercut on lx)nds, 
mortgageB and floating indebtedness. 
This leaves only $12,984.30 to pay all 
the expenses of running the eity, 8u< h 
as the fire department, policc depart- 
nient, keeping up the streets and ttie 
various items of expenditures connected 
with city government.
